The  basis  of  bearings  is  Grid  North  System  NAD83(201 1)/lndiana  West  NAVD  88,  Epoch 
2010.0000,  geoid12b_conus.db3,  US  Survey  Feet,  derived  from  GPS  observations 
utilizing  a  Javad  Triumph  LS  Rover  and  a  Javad  Triumph  2  Base.  Static  observations 
were  post-processed  using  the  JAVAD  GNSS  Data  Online  Processing  Service  (DPOS). 
Distances  obtained  with  GPS  have  not  been  adjusted  to  ground.  Coordinate  data  was 
collected  with  a  Javad  Triumph  LS  Rover.

ORIGIN:  This  is  not  an  original  GLO  corner  and 
there  are  no  legal  surveys  indicating  a  monument 
at  this  corner.  The  origin  of  this  monument  is 
unknown. 

HISTORY  AND  SEARCH  PROCEDURE: 

The  cut  “+”  on  natural  stone  is  shown  as  a  found 
and  accepted  monument  on  a  1996  Ben  Bledsoe 
boundary  survey  in  the  Southeast  Quarter  of  the 
Southwest  Quarter  of  Section  35  (Reference 
Survey  ID  000042  -  Instrument  No.  710300). 
Based  on  the  dimensions  shown  on  the  plat,  it 
seems  likely  that  the  cut  “+”  was  set  by  Bledsoe, 
not  found.  It  appears  to  have  been  set  based  on 
proportional  measurement  between  the  railroad 
spike  found  near  CICr_Q25,  which  was  not 
accepted  by  this  office,  and  the  stone  that  we 
accepted  at  CICr_T25.  A  5/8”  rebar  with  yellow 
plastic  Bledsoe  Tapp  cap  (#34228)  was  found 
witnessing  the  cut  “+”  2.07  feet  to  the  north.  A  14” 
iron  pin  with  a  damaged  yellow  “Arena”  plug 
(#10443)  was  found  0.5'  below  grade  at  the  offset 
corner  per  Lawrence  County  Section  Corner  Data 
Sheet  A1 8.  There  is  1 0.5  feet  of  uncertainty 
associated  with  this  corner  due  to  the  use  of  the 
railroad  spike  near  CICr_Q25  as  opposed  to  the 
stone  found  at  CICr_Q25. 
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
